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\ I jfHE Illinois Soldiers' and Sailors' Home is located on a tract of 222 acres, adjoining the city of Quiucy" 
*) I fe on the north. The ground is on a plateau extending west to the Mississippi River, partly wooded, lying 
between two creeks, and aflFording a beautiful site for such an institution. Water, gas and electric 
light, are supplied from the city. The Wabash and C. B. & Q. R. R. have a station on the premises. 

The Home was opened in March, 1887 ; since which time there have been 2,846 admissions, and there are 
now on the rolls 1,348 ; present, 996 ; absent, 352. The Home is distinguished by its unique and perfect 
sewerage system by which the sewage of a town of 1,500 people is (juickly and inoffensivelv disposed of by 
means of a series of eight shallow earth-basins of 75 by 180 feet, lying along the south bauK of Cedar Creek 
in the Home grounds, from which the filtered sewage water is discharged, bright and sparkling as spring 
water into the creek, through deep underlying tile drains. In the main building — built of stone — are the 
business offices of the Superintendent and his staflF, and the quarters for the officers, and the assembly hall, 
the court, library, reception, reading and billiard rooms. 

There are here seventeen brick cottages, built to accommodate i,qoo men — ^and 1,200 when crowded to 
the utmost. The Hospital is a spacious brick building consisting of a main building and two long wings, 
forming three sides of a square, three stories high, and has room for 125 patients or more. 

The boiler house has a battery of ten boilers, and there are four elsewhere. This building contains the 
laundry, machine and carpenter shop, general kitchen, warehouse, bakery, the butchers and cold storage 
rooms. The bams and stables are substantial buildings of wood and brick, well adapted to their uses. There 
are here in all thirty-one buildings, besides hot houses, tool houses and other minor buildings. 

A peculiar feature of this Home is its method of food distribution. The meals are cooked in a general 
kitchen, and carried, hot, in closed two-wheeled carts, over a stone way to the separate cottages, each of which 
has its own cart and its own serving and dining room.
